RER'S BOOKS BALANCED

DES MOINES, Jan. 14.—(8pecial.)—Dur-
ing the two years just closed of the admini-
stration of Governor Shaw he issued par«
dons to elght persons who were at
time perving sentences in the penitentiary |
and to elghty-one who were out on parole
or whose terms had expired. He commuted
sentences In the case of thirteen others, is-
sued remisslons of flnes or Judgment in
ffty-eight cases and suspended the sen-
tences of eleven who were |u the state
industrial schools. The record of suspen-
sion of these sentences Is an unusually long
one, having released from the penitentiaries
A total of 144 in the two years. He also
revoked sentences of forty-five who violated
thelr paroles. .

Those who wers pardoned directly from
the penitentlaries were Thomas Kelley, Lu-
cas county, murder; T. H. Sinclalr, Wayne
county, lncest; Jonathan Jones, Pollawat-
tamis, mansiaughter; A. J. Gary, Crawford,
fraud; J. G. Monts, Wright, cheating by
false pretenses; 8. D, Clough, Warren, for-
gery; Willlam Freed, Van Buren, assault;
George Peits, Linp, mansiaughter.

A. L. Wood Paroled.

One of the last official acts of Governor
Bhaw was the paroling of Hon, A. L. Wood
of Winterset, who has been confined Iin the
penitentiary at Fort Madison for perjury.
Wood wserved In the legislature, wus a
prominent editor and was postmaster at the
time of hix conviction. His term was half
out.

REVEALS STARTLING METHODS

Director of Corporation Says Finan-
cinl Preas Must Be Pald by
Companira Floated.

LONDON, Jan. 14.—The bankruptcy court
wis engaged yesterday and today with the
examination of Whitaker Wright, relative
to the affairs of the London and Glabe,
Britigh-America and other corporations of
which he was mavaging director. Very lit-
tle developed beyond what has alrendy been
cabled untll toduy, whea Wright revealed
the extraordinary methods of the financial
press of London.

“It Is well known In the eity,”" sald
Wright, “that all the dally fnancial press,
and those publishing reporta of transactlons
on the Btock exchange apd everythwmg of
that kind, will not do s, and will not as-
slst compaples in auy shape or form unless
they have » eonlmentlon, in some form or
other.”

Asked M It u the eustom In the city to
benefit the press (o the extent of £5,000 In
the case 'of each tompany floated, Wright
sald that the price was higher. He pro-
oeeded to name the Financlal Times, the
Financial News, the Citizen and other pa.
pers ns beneficlaries from the London'and
Globe corporation. When questioned as to
whether reportérs of Henry Labouchere's
Truth had nof largely benefited, Wright
replied: "'No, the beneficiaries wers econ-
nected with the Citizen; but one of the ed-
itars of Truth Is proprietor of the Cltised.”

Wright named  Editers Brousson and
Bpensley as beneficiaries through the Citl.

CLOSE OUT KING PHILLIPS

Broker In I nable te Mest Call
Extra Margine on May
Rye,

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—<A notice was posted
at the opening of the Board of Trade call-
ing for the closing of all ope deals with
George H. Phillips, the tormer “corn king.'

A hoavy call for extra margine is sald to
have been the cause of the posting of the
natice. The call was made yesterday
nfterpoon and Phillips and his staff worked
all ht ever the Arm's books. The
trouble in sald to have been due to a 3%
cent break in rye yesterday, Phillips is cred-
ited with holding a line of 1,600,000 bushels
of this cereal, mostly in May options. The
break yesterday was caused by a salg of
only 60,000 bushels, Phillips s said to
have on his books also from 4,000,000 to
6,000,000 bushels of May wheat and about
3,000,000 bushels of May corn,

Phillips opened negotiations with eleva«
tor men before the opening of the board
In an endeavor to dispose of his rye outs
slde of the pit. The negotintions fell
through and May rye, which closed yester-
day at 66% cents, opened with aales at from
81 to #0 cents. The whele Phillipa line was
dumped on the market. Brokers heting
for Armour & Co., however, bought most
of it, and the market |n consequence ral-
lled sharply to 65 centas.

The effact of the notice posted by Hecre-
tary Stone was Instantanecous, the whole
list opening off sharply. Wheat opened
1 cent to 1% cents lower, corn 4%
cent to 1 cent down, and oatls
nearly 1 cont depressed, Mr. Phillips
cotild not be seen following the announce-
ment of the closing of his deals, but mem-
bers of his staff stated that he was still
in good Mnancial condition.

H. Hulbert, Phillips’ ofMco manager, de-
clared that It was the suddenpness of the
call for the extra 10 per cent margins
which had embarrassed Mr. Phillips. He
stated that Phillips had traded but little
on his own account, the graln for the most
part belonging to customers.

Later Jacob Ringer, attorney for Mr.
Phillips, gave out & statement saying that
his client had been practically wiped off the
financial slate.

“He Is broke,” sald Mr. Ringer. “Men
whom he worsted in former deals went after
him and they ‘got’ him.*"

Mr. Philllps gave out a gtatement ln part
as follows:
